•1n the midst ol life we, are 1ft death." Never aid 


this tremendous admointion, this amplification ol 
tne rigorous advice of old "Memento Mori" 1m- 
jpress ttsell upon oar conviction with such im- 
ilMrlshable grasp as when, on yesterday, we stood 
by tne side of tlie casket that contained all that was 
mortal In Henry Jarvis Raymond. Not a week had 
passed, nor had the moon once changed her phase, 
Btnce we saw mm in the full vigor of manhood, in 
the strength ol matured power, move and work 
among ns, his fruitful mind active, his pen seldom 
resting from giving shape to liis thoughts, and his 
Heart beating a welcome response to the greeting of 
tes friends. And between the midnight stroke of 
tie warning bell ana the next sun's first dawn be' 
was a corpse. Fresh from liis daily toil, the re- 
morseless hand or death smote him to the earth, 
the immortal spirit departed to spheres beyond the 
world's gaze, and by the inscrutable decree of -Him 
who mleth all," the dust was rendered unto dust 
from whence it came. 


At IDE HOUSE. 


There he lay m the coffin, in the drawing room of 


the house he called his own when in lile, surrounded 
by all the comforts oj a well appointed home.. There 
were his family, mournful and in tears, looking 
down upon that cold, placid face, which even in 
death preserved its genial features, and which, in 
Me, they were wont to loolc up to as a belovea hus- 
band and rather, and to own and honor whom was 
taeir just pride and heartfelt joy. As if moved by an 
uncontrollable power, the eye glided gradually away 
from the stiff features of death, creeped slowly np 
along the wall and rested on his portrait, from which 
the ruddy, healthful features of him who lay a 
whitened corpse, ready to be removed from among 
us, loosed down with almost living eye and a quiet 
Hmile on his countenance, as if to thank those around 
liis coffin for tne duties or honor and respect they 
Had come to fnlfil, and as a he would say that 
though lifeless in body, his spine was yet movin*' 
among them.

Silently and slowly entered the Mends of the de- 


ceased, those who had known him and co-operated 
with him in me. Those who had trodden different 
paths from his own forgot past animosities engen- 
dered by differences of thought and opinion, wnich 
so often estrange in life the best of minds, and they 
needed but the wise injunction that in the awful 
presence of death alUhuman passions should cease, 
His political antagonists, who had often felt toe 
steel-pointed shaft or his arguments, and who at 
times felt aroused to anger, put behind them all re- 
membrance of past contests, and stood there by tie 
side of the coffin as men should, around the lifeless 
pody of a fellow man, forgetting all that may mar 
the memory of his worth, h» talents and Ms deeds 


The corpse was dressed in a plain suit of blacK. 


The features bore such quiet composure and natural- 
ness that he appeared to sleep, and one, on looking 
intently at his face for a while, iras almost tempted 
to believe that he breathed and would momentarily 
open his eyes' and speak. The casket was a plain 
structure of rosewood, lined with white satin and 
mounted in silver, and on the lia was a silver tablet 
with the following Inscription:—

The widow and daughter of tbe deceased were 


escorted up stairs to the west balcony, where tney 
too* seats in their own pew. The coffin was then 
lowered from the hearse and borne into the church 
through the line of the pallbearers who followed It, 
and after them came the chief mourners—Mr. Henry 
W. Raymond, only son of deceased: Mr. Samuel R 
Raymond, of Rochester, and Mr. J. p. Raymond, of 
Detroit, brothers of deceased; nls brothers-in-law, Mr. 
Benedict and Mr. Weaver; Mr. George Jones, bis 
partner and co-publisher; Judge C. L. Benedict, of 
Brooklyn, ana Mr. Gilbert £. Jones. The physicians 
of the deceased, Drs. Dewesse, Richards, Hubbard 
and Douglass. The representatives of the Associated 
Press:-,Mr. D. M. Stone, of Journal of Commerce, 
Chairman; Mr. Erastus Brooks, of New York Express; 
Mr. Charles A. Dana, of the New Tort Sun; Mr. 
Samnel Sinclair, of the New JTorE frttntne; Mr. 
Manton Marble, of the New York WorlO. The edi- 
torial associates of deceased in New York 
Tones -Messrs. Conant, Swinton, Shepherd, Hen- 
nessey, Coleman and Pond, and the reporters, 
clerks and foreman of the establishment. After 
these followed a large number of prominent men in 
different walks of life, representatives of political 
and other organizations, flllingup completely the cen 
tral space left open for their reception. As the coffin 
reached the first row of pews Rev. Dr. Tyng opened 
the funeral ceremonies according to the Protestant 
Eoiscopal ritual, beginntng'witu "I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life," and, continuing, proceeded down 
the aisle, where he reached with the concluding *en- 
tenees, and the coffin was placed on a platform in 
front of the pulpit. A hymn was then chanted by 
the choir, accompanied by tne organ, whereupon 
Rev. Dr. Tyng read the well known verses from the 
fiiteenth chapter of the first Corinthians, wherein St. 
Paul proves_the certainty of resurrection., 


SERMON BY BET. HENSY WAED BEEOHER.

Mr. H. Wilson, the sexton and undertaker of the 


church, again removed the lid of the coffin from the 
face of the deceased, and flrst the pall bearers, 
then tne chief 
mourners, the partners and 


friends, and finally the great public passed by it, 
casting the last glance on earth upon the features 
which but so shortly ago shone out so bright and 
lustrous in life, but Which are to be seen of man no 
more in this world forever. After passing the coffin 
the people emerged through the c!iapel In the rear 
of the church Into Tenth, street. This last pious act 
of devotion occupied fuHy half an hour, when the 
church was closed. The remains will to-day be taken 
privately, accompanied solely by the family of the 
deceased, to Greenwood Cemetery, where they will 
be Interred in the family burial lot. -

thinR, my friends, w> say of a. man In tuis world, he 
is one to be leaned upon. There are two things I 
would fain allude to in his personal career, and only 
two. His was tUe career of the Journalist, and be 
epoee from a pulpit, wnence his words were echoed 
and re-echoed turoughtout the world. The lawyer 
speaks within the narrow sphere of the court room, 
the senator and representative within the legislative 
walls, the minister preaches from the pulpit, and his 
words are confined within the walls of his church 
and he rarely speaks beyond it. But he spoke from 
a pulpit that has no limit—the press. Thence comes 
forth a louder voice than that of all the others—the 
voice of one who speak*, who ones In the wilder- 
ness. For all across this populous land, across the 
territory from tho Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean the 
daily press speaks to all the people. 
This la' the 
great, the all-Important civilizer. There is no power 
for good that can compare with the dally press no 
pulpit like it for disseminating knowledge among 
men. And among those who have been the 
builders of this great moral agency, this great 
agency of civilization, not the Founders but the 
finishers of the Institution, stood Mr. Raymond ore- 
eminent. Aside from the general ability with which 
heMondncted the press it is gratifying to remark 
here how singularly free his whole public career has 
been from bitterness; how nobly and persistently 
he refused to lend his paper to passionate discus- 
sions, how he never lent himself to passionate in- 
vective, and never permitted his paper to be the 
medium in this respect for others; how sagacious 
reasoning and a high moral strength breathed In 
his words; and now that he has departed from 
among us it is gritifying to look back on hl» 
career and to soy that the worK he was engaged in— 
of giving a higher, a nobler and a purer moral senti- 
ment to the press—covers a multitude of imperfec- 
tions. This wag toe work he was engaged In—this is 
the work be did. I have it in my heart to say here 
that instability of character In hie conduct of the 
press -was chargeo against him. I have hoard it said 
that he was.w&t and never believes in the princi- 
ples or tlimgs he advocated. But I recall a time 
when the nation shivered like an aspen leaf. I recall 
a time when a man was worth an army; those 
days when what was needed most was open, manly 
patriotic courage. And you and I should never for- 


opon to mourners and visitors were crowded with sad 
faces, all of whom gave evidence of their warm 
appreciation or the loss sustained. There was Mr. 
Horace Greeley, Senator Fenton, General Daniel E. 
Sickles, Thunow Weed, Alexander T. Stewart, Henry 
Ward Beecher, James Watson Webb, A. Oakey Hall, 
General McDowell, Admiral^Farragut, General John 
A. Dix, ex-Senator Morgan, Collector Grinnell, 
George W. Curtis, Charles A. Dana, and many others 
more or less distinguished in the military, political 
and literary history or th« country. 


At half-past four o'clock the doors of the parlors 


-were closed, and in the presence of none but the be- 
reaved family of the deceased and a few of his 
nearest and most Intimate co-workers, Henry 
W. Kajmond, the eldest son, occupying a place 
to the right of his father, the Rev, Professor Schedd, 
of the Unron Theological Seminary, pronounced a fer- 
vent ana devoted prayer, during which tear? Bowed 
freely and the hearts opened np to Him to whom 
we were taught by His Son to dally pray, "Thy will 
be done on earth as it la done in Heaven." After 
prayer the doors were reopened and all present In- 
vited to take one lost look or their departed friend, 
colleague or leader, and one after the other, in slow, 
aiieut procession, they passed the coffin and bid a 
taat adieu to the corpse within.

The appointed hoar had now arrived for proceeding 


to church. In front of the house No. 12 West Ninth 
street, "on cither side ol the stoop leading to the 
door and opposite to it, a large concourse of people 
bad gathered, whom not even the drenching rain 
could move away. 
Some with umbrellas over their 


beads, many others clustering under the balconies 
and in the vestibules of neighboring houses, they 
were, apparently, determined to see the coffin borne 
out and have a glance at the last earthly abode of 
the man of whom they had seen and heard and read 
so much. Yet, although bnt few of tho people In the 
street allowed themselves to be disturbed by thS un- 
usually heavy rain, it disarranged the, appointed 
order of proceedings. It haa been intended to have 
no heaisc, but to carry the cogdn in solemn pro- 
cession, attended by the pall-bearers, the mourner's 
and friends of the deceased, from his late residence 
through Ninth stiect, across Fifth avenue to Uni- 
versity place, and thence to the University place 
Presbyterian church, on the corner of Tenth street. 
In the midst of the rain this was out of the ques- 
tion. 
Furthermore, Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng had 


not jet arrived, and a carriage had to be sent for 
mm. William Cullcu Bryant, on» of the designated 
pall bearers, was also detained on account of the 
weather, and General James Watson Webb was sub- 
stituted in his place. On account of the Inopportune 
•term a hearse waa ordered and a number of addi- 
tional carriages, and a full hour had passed over tho 
designated time before tho mournful company, with 
its precious burden, set out for the church. The 
first carriage took oif Rev. Dr. Tyng, IEev. Henry 
•\Vard Bocchcr, Hev. A. H. Kellogg, pastor of the 
Univeisity place Presbyterian church, and Rev. 
Pi of. Schedd. Then followed others, in slow suc- 
cession, with the pallbearers; then the hearse; after 
which came the family, tho chler mourners, the 
friends of tne deceased, and a numerous array or 
these latter, not obtaining carriages, moved out Into 
the rain and followed the funeral cortege on'foul. 


AT THE CHUI1CII. 


The large edifice was crowded long before the ap- 


pointed Hour of five o'clock, the pews along tho 
middle aisle only, and those on the rront or west 
Balcony being reserved for the family, pallbearers 
and others of the funeral procession. 


Punctually at five tho representatives of tho 


Herald Club, who had assembled at the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel, twenty-eight in number, marched np to 
the church and entered tho north aisle and took 
•eats reserved for thorn towards the front They 
sjach had tho badge of the club, with the monogram 
containing the letters "N. Y. H. c.,» and shrouded 
•with crape, as a token of tholr sorrow for the sud- 
den death of the prominent ana successful lour- 
nallst.

THE COAL TRADE. 


Establishment of a Line of Steam Coastins 


Colliers—Trial Trip of One of the Vessels— 
Basis of Operation* of tbe Company. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 10,1868. 


Some tune since Mr. Walworth D. Crane, of the 


well known house or w. D. Crane & Co., conceived 
a plan to supply a ereat public want, which is now 
bemir carried into practical effect, whereby New 
York, Boston, and, In fact, all points east of iPhlla- 
delphla, can be supplied with coal from the great 
coal basins of Pennsylvania at greatly cheaper rates, 
with infinite more speed, certainty of delivery, at 
far less risk and an entire absence or the delays, 
annoyances and objections that are inseparably con- 
nected with the present tardy and inconvenient sys- 
tem of transporting coal by schooners and other 
lands' of sailing vessels. Tfift plan Is to substitute 
substantial steam colliers for sailing vessels, 
and Mr. Crane's project is jnst as superior to 
;be old system of transporting coal as steam 
s to canvas for purposes ol navigation. Mr. Crane 
rollowed up his idea of establishing steam colliers 
between Philadelphia ana Boston with writing a 
prospectus of the transportation of coal by steam, 
and he submitted the result of his labors to a num- 
ber of prominent geij^men Interested in snch snb- 
[ects, and among ovKts to Mr. John Tucker, of the 
Reading Battroad, who'recognized at once the im- 
mense benefits that would accrue to coal mining 
companies, railroads leading to the coal regions, and, 
above all, to coal consumers "down East," by the 
adoption of the proposed plan. Mr. Tucker gave the 
matter his earnest attention, and tne aitalr culmi- 
nated In the formation or the Pennsylvania, Kew 
York and New England Steam Navigation Company, 
and the prospectus mentioned as written by Mr. 
Crane was adopted without alteration as the princi- 
pal basis of the company's actions. 'The present ta-

liers will be more than realized. Two great 
obstacles appeared in the path of the projectors 
at the outset, and tbey were, flrst, the fear that ar- 
rangements could not be perfected ror loading the 
colliers at Richmond, and, second, that -wharfage 
Ac., at Boston and the co-operation of the principal 
Eastern railroads could not be secured. iTheae diffi- 
culties have entirely disappeared. The companyaie 
afforded every facility for loading the colliers at 
the Richmond coal wharves, the "Hub" awaits with 
open arms the arrival of the flrst coal-laden steam 
vessel, and the entire co-operation of the Providence 
and Worcester, Boston and 'Providence, Boston, 
Lowell and Nashua, Boston and Maine, Boston, Hart- 
ford and'Brie, Boston and Albany, Fltchburg, East- 
ern, Hartford and New Haven, and, in fact, all the 
Eastern railroads have been secured, and there is 
York ana New England Bteam Transoortation Com- 
pany consummating the ends desired, not only by 
xlienx,imtan manufacturers, the great steam marine 
interests and all coal consumers In the Eastern 
States. 
in one season there are shipped from Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Elizabeth port and 
other 
points 
8,000,000 tons ot coal, ot which 3,500,000 cons arc 
shipped to New York and surrounding points by 
canal and 6,500,000 tons landed at various points on 
Long island Sound and eastward of that, all or 
which is transported by comparatively few sailing 
vessels, and it appears evident that some relief uiubt 
be had.

With regard to tbo uncertainty attending the pre- 
sent freight on coals, it may be mentioned that in 
the commencement ot tbe season schooner freights 
open from Philadelphia to Boston at $4 to $4 50 per 
ton and drop slowly to $3 and $3 25, and sometimes 
to $2 60, but for a very limited period, when coal is 
scarce. The advance commences after July l and is 
gtaadily kept up as the shipping season draws to a 
close. Mr. Crane proposes to make the freight on 
coal from Philadelphia to Boston, by means of steam 
colliers, of 600 tons register, at uniformly cheaper 
rates all the year round, without change or fluctua- 
tion. It may bo mentioned that under the present 
Rf stem In tnany cases the cost of transportation on 
.coal to Eastern ports amounts to over four-llltlis of 
tta value or cost at the point ot shipment. Again, 
Iron screw steamers carrying 500 tons' of coal can 
be built and equipped at comparatively small cost, 
and screw vessels can make four trips to a schoon- 
er's one. It Is calculated that the steamers can 
make at least three and a third voyages per month, 
while a coal schooner of the same tonnage takes 
twenty-two days to make the round voyage to 
Boston from Philadelphia. 
Another advantage of 
screw steamers consists in the fact tbat they are en- 
abled, from their peculiar construction, to transport 
cargoes of 500 or eoo tons into harbors wbicu can 
only admit schooners carrying 160 to 170 tons. 
Screw steamers for tho transportation of coal Have 
almost entirely suDersedea suiting vessels in Great 
Britain, and the day is not far distant when coal- 
carrying sailing ci aft ui this country -will be a thing 
of the past. 
Tha Pennsylvania, New York and New England 
.Steam Navigation Company have jnst completed 
their first steam collier, tne luitucsnako. She was 
launched at Chester, from ttie yard of lleaney, Son i 
Co., on the Delaware river, lourteen miles below 
Philadelphia, & few days since, and this afternoon 
the vessel made a trial trip on th6 Delaware, which 
was eminently succeasful in every particular. The 
steamer left Pine street wharf at one o'cloclc, with a 
lar°£e number or prominent citi/ens of Philadelphia, 
>ew York, Boston and other cltica on board, and a 
small cargo of edibles and biblbies. The vessel 
steamed jlown the river as far as Gloucester and 
then put back up the stream, passuig the river trout 
of the city in gallant stole, llie Kattlesnake waa

to tbe people, and how can any reform be secured or 
any existing evil removed? The Peers uie hereditary 
legislators. The accident of tjlrtb. gives tltem their 
seats in the Upper House, and no power can re- 
move them. 
They may be bigotted, Ignorant, In- 
toleiant; but the people cannot reach them. They 
are responsible to no one for their votes, 
and

except

of revolution. It Is all very well to say 
that they dare not oppose the popular will, strongly 
expressed; but .suppose they do so, regardless of 
consequences; what can reach them except that 
Uromwellian remedy whloa so speedily disposed of

it is plain that there is bnt one mode or removing 
the difficuliy, and that is by electing the Peers by 
the popular vote and making them responsible to 
the people for their legislative action. The House 
ot Lords Is now either a mummery, without power, 
or It is a coeoual branch of the Legislature, not 
chosen by the people and not responsible to any au- 
thority. If the former, then the nation Is ruled by . 
one House or the Legislature alone, aud there is no 
check upon the popular brknch, so generally con- 
ceded as necessary. If the latter, then despite the 
extension or the snfirage and tne right to choose 
their own representations in the Commons, the 
people are really without anv political tfbwer and at 
the mercy or a non-elective. Irresponsible body. 
The election of the Peers would at once remove botb- 
these evils. It would create a House or Lords re- 
sponsible to the people ana with the power to h'old 
a desirable check upon the Commons. It would 
besides greatly improve the character of the House, 
by opening the whole fleld of the nobility to the people 
and allowiofe them to cnoose the ablest mea to be 
round mere, Independent of the accident or birth.

Yesterday evening the Castle or St. Angelo fired a 


salute of thirty guns to announce to the Romans the 
return of the Sovereign Pontiff from Castel Gau- 
dolfo, where ne bad been staying ror four days, en- 
joying a little country air after the fatiguing succes- 
sive ceremonies of Wednesday and Jhursday, the 
festivals of St. Philip Nert and the Corpus DomlnL 
The procession of this latter solemnity took place 
with the usual almost Oriental splendor which Char- 
acterizes it, all the ecclesiastical corporations of 
Rome, regular and secular, in their varied garbs and 
costumes, from the ascetic Capuchin to the scarlet- 
robed cardinal, preceding the Pontiff in slow ana 
solemn march around the ample colonnade of St. 
Peter's. The group of the Pdpe carried aloft on the 
talamo, a sort of Utter on which he sits, bnt appears

before the consecrated wafer,

The principal topic of>conversatlon, and iniaot tha 


only one which excites much, mtetest, is the antici- 
pated visit of his Royal Highness Prince Alfred ta 
these islands. The question which now agitates 
those most Interested is as to whose guest he is to 
be. It is thought that being a member or the royal 
family of Great Britain be is properly a guest of his 
Majesty, and upon this basis arrangements are being 
made for his reception. Fears have been entertained 
by some that his Majesty might need relief from the 
cares of State about the time the Prince was ex- 
pected, and step on board his .yacht for a trip to his 
country residence on Molokai. It will be remem- 
bered that this was his course when the United 
States steamship Vanueroiit was expected wits 
Queen Emma, on her leturu from a visit to tha 
United states and Europe. 
_ 


I have no doubt that his Majesty will strain 


a point to give the Prince a reception in keeping 
with his rank and position. THe British residents 
will not be behindhand in honoring the son or their 
beloved Queen. They have ere this determined, tax 
spite of the prostration of trade, to spend of their 
substance treely. I nave not heard or any pro- 
gramme having been arranged for the disposition ot 
the term or his stay, although balls, parties and 
native feasts and dances will be the order or the day 
and night. 1 am told that some or his fair country- 
women who reside here are already planning for the 
honor of becoming his partner at tbe Qrst state balL 
Somebody will be disappointed. 


The Reciprocity treaty b«s again been a matter 


of discussion by planters and others interested in its 
passage. Hopes nave been entertained that Con- 
gress would relent and grant this kingdom the boon 
which it seeks, and for which it has striven with all 
tne energy ot which it is capable. 1 he mcst san- 
guine of Its supporters firmly believed that as 
soon as Grant 
became President the treaty 
would become a 
fact, 
aud 
the doings of 
Congress 
during 
Its 
recent 
session 
bava 
been eagerly read, but only to disappoint. 
The news at last reaches us that tiie treaty 
has been laia over until the next meeting of Con- 
gress, after a vote which gives us but lirtieto nope 
for. 
It nad been better for tne Interests or the 
United States if the question had been settled den- 
nltely. His Majesty's Ministry will still ho'd out the 
prospect of the passage of the treaty as a sop to 
quiet the restless American element of our popula- 
tion, and will doubtless use it to good eiTeot wita 
the planters at the next election for representatives 
to the Assembly. 
After conversing with some of the sugar planters 
I am satisned that there Is a wide dulerujee of. 
opinion in regard to the policy or annexation to the 
United States. This may, doubtless will, surprise 
many, as the impression i»aa betxtthatau would sup- 
port it. The objection to the measure, urged by 
those who oppose it, Is that It would overturn tho 
whole'iabor system of tbe kingdom and thus ruirj the 
sugar Interest. There Is douutress some basis Jor their 
fears. Slavery, or jn fact any approach to it, is uls- 
tasteful to Americans' of the right stamp, and will 
never find a lodgment on United States territory. 
Mr. Harris, late Plenipotentiary to Washington, haa 
been verv busy since nis return In endeavoring to 
conceal tbe fact that our coolie system has any rea- 
tures in common with the system of slavery, aud 
may have succeeded with some parties, it is said 
that when informed that the Chancellor of the King- 
dom had become the purchaser of the "Princeville" 
sugar estate, and tbat a part of the purchase con- 
sisted or the contracts or coolies employed on the 
estate, be nromptly and emphatically pionounced 
tne sale of "tne contracts, or, more conectly, tue 
coolies, as a violation o the laws of the kinedona. 
However, when the Lowers sugar estate was put np 
at auction, and It was evident that money could be 
made by the purchase, the same Mr. Hairis, in com- 
pany with another government official, became tne 
purchasers of the estate, together win the Chinese 
and Japanese coolies employed upon it, ana still 
hold them under the contracts made with Its former 
proprietor.

The grand topic of conversation which arose simul- 


taneously with and altogether eclipsed the ceremony 
sf opening the legislative sessions of the General 
Assembly has been, for the last ronrteen.jia.vi the 
diplomatic quarrel fcoftrcc<* <i*.ueral Webb and the 
Brazilian Ministry, which caused tne Anwrican 
Envoy to demand and the Brazilian Cabinet to send 
Jilm Ills passports on tlia 12th. *JLS General Webb 
has published all the correspondence preced- 
ing the suspension of relations, 1 will merely 
itate that the dispute arose on the negotia- 
tions In regard to the compensation required from 
the Brlzillan government for the alleged wrongful 
seizure of the whaler Canada In 1856, which nego- 
tiations were transferred last fall to Washington, 
without notifying Mr, Webb for sorae time, by the 
"Brazilian government, which requested, through, its 
Minister there, the United States government to make 
a re-examination and revlsal of the'Clalm, which 
Mr. Secretary Seward promised, and which Mr. Webb 
iaya was done, and resulted in the Issuing to him of 
fresh instructions, dated January 23,1889, ordering 
the American Minister to propose to accept the re- 
duced aam of $70,000. At the last moment tlie dis- 
pute has been rearranged between General Webb 
end the Brazilian government. The government re- 
ceived by the packet information irom its Minister In 
Washington In regard to the Issue of the instruc- 
tions, aad both, parties having got over their flrst 
heat they were not unwilling to kiss and be friends. 
I understand the Brazilian government has said that, 
having received the notification, there was no oosta- 
cle to entertaining the claim, and that the American 
Minister then retired his suspension of diplomatic 
Intercourse, with, I am assured, tho result or the im- 
mediate settlement of the Canada claim la the terms 
or the proposal from Mr. Seward. 


The Emperor came down to the Chambers on the 


12th, in full state, and opened the legislative sessions 
\ritli the customary speech, which tells the nation 
what it knows as well as the speaker. However, the 
speech, if not remarkable lor what It said, was 
somewhat notable for what it did not say, perfect 
eilence being maintained in regard to the emanci- 
pation bill, which was announced In last year's 
epeeeh. It is true no one was surprised, as tho 
pr cscnt Cabinet Is thoroughly pro slavery, and Is as 
unwilling to give liberty to tne blacks aa it is to give- 
the usufruct ol it to the whites of Brazil. 
'Hie House of Representatives (Deputies) provesnot 
to hive a single liberal lu It. L$st year it had about 
100 liberals and only some ten conservatives, and If a 
liberal nun Ifltry should by any chance cet into power 
It would of course dissolve the Chamber, and we 
would see a new house next year, composed almost 
totally of liberals so beautllul IB tlie working of the 
representative system in Biazll.

THE YERBEB-CBAHE HOMICIDE IN HiSSlSSIPPL 


Proceedings of Friday, Jane 18—Close of the 


Case for the Prosecution. 


The military commission met to-day, and after ex- 
amining six witnesses, closed the case for the gov 
eminent. Much of the testimony was as to the 
ounds of which Colonel Crane died. 
Captain John H. Bartholt, assistant surgeon, 
Lnlted states Army, testiiled to examining the body 
ol Colonel Crone. 'He found four wounds made by a 
sharp cutting Instrument—three on his body and one 
on his left arm. One wound was a quarter of an 
Inch inside of the left nipple, the upper end of the 
wound being two and a half inches higher and 
nearer 
the 
middle line/ of the body. 
In this 
wound the fourth rib was cut across-. Another 
wound was under his left ann pit, about two 
inches in length, horizontally, as a man stands, 
aud about two inches in length. It passed in be- 
tween two ribs, notching them both, and was very 
deep—as far as the longest lingers could reach. 
The third wound was on the left aide of ais back. 
two Inches below the lost rib. This cut waa two and 
a half to three inelics long. It passed backward 
aud cut off one of the spines. Witness felt the 
piece of bone with his finger, and.endeavored to ex- 
tract It, but It was lost hi tne blood and flesh. Tne 
fourth wound was through bis left arm, near tue 
bend of the elbow- The Knife entered on the outer 
side of the arm, where the cut was two inches in 
length, and emerged on the inner side of the arm, 
where It showed a cut of a quarter of an inch iu 
length. Colonel Crane's death was unquestionably 
caused by the two wounds lu the chest. Ihe wound 
in his side was lull of blood; had bled excessively, 
saturating his clothing and continued to oo^e lor 
several hours after his death 
Dr. 3. F. Harrington testified to carrying the chal 
leugo of \ erger to Colonel Craae, saw the deceased 
at the Mayor's, oulce on the 8th, the day of his death, 
Co'oncl Crane read tlie letter, and sold ho would not 
meet Mr. Yerker on tne street; he did not carry 
arms—never had In Ills life—and sala, "In. tins mat- 
tor 1 ha\ e been simply acting in tUe honest dis- 
charge of my duty as Mayor of tlie city," several citi- 
zens hau declined to pay their taxes till \ erger paid 
hia, ho said that hu did not know Sergei, some 
called him Colonel \erger, others Prinee Verger, 
"i crccr had sent him a despatch from Memphis not 
to take advantage of his absence; had answered 
that he had already waited twenty days, and could 
wult no longer, witness begged Colonel Crane not to 
go on the street afterward, he delivered tins mes- 
Bhge to Yerger, who was much excited thereat; wit- 
ness went to dinner, and before he returned colonel 
Crane was killed.

Arthur Walters hospital steward, eTamlned the 
body of colonel Crane. Ho amis uf any kind were 
found on his person 
George W. bird testified to Yerger saying, as ho 
passed witness' store on the 8th, • I intend to kill 
tho damned Yankee s— of a b— " 9 
J. L. carter testified that Ycrwr come to him on 
tho morning of the bth, and saldhe expected to hive 
a difficulty with Colonel Crane. Ho asked the wit- 
ness to picscrlbe a drink, of whiskey and gentian, 
which he drank. He took OH" his gold sleeve buttons 
and left them with tho witness, but gav e no reason 
lor BO doing 
Aneelo Miazzo testified that no arms were found 
on the body of colonel Crane. After witness got 
Into the house. Colonel Crane breathed twice aud 
then died. 1110 witness then c'osed his eyes. 
ihe prosecution hero closed their case, and tho 
communion adjourned till Monday. 


Tire DELAWAKE pBcrr CROP—ENORMOUS YIEI D.— 
The fruit and veeetable crops of Delaware, it is as- 
serted, will largely exceed the estimates made at the 
commencement of tno season. Already over 1.018,750 
quarks of strawberries have been sent over the rail- 
roads, and the acanon is not yet closed. Tins quan- 
tity dooi not include the shipments by water or tho 
berries taken by the fruit-canning establishments or 
converted Into wine. It is calculated that the crop 
of the entire peninsula will yield over two million 
quarts, or 62,600 bushels. 
The Miinmcata of 
cherries and peas have- also been largo, anv 
tho early potatoes arc coming into mnrktt m larg* 
quantities. The blackbflrry and- whortleberry crops 
are also extraordinary, and It Is anticipated that the 
estimate of 21,ooo quarts of the raspberry will fall 
below the quantity actually «ent to tne Northern 
cities. The peach crop win also be abundant, and 
agenta are already in Delaware buying the fruit 
while on the trees. The railroad companies have 
prepared over 400 properly ventilated and shelve* 
cirs for the trnnsportationo f the peaches. H is be. 
llcved that these arrangement* will be hardly sum- 
cient to move the irult, and that more cars and sail- 
Ing vessels wJI) be required —fi

Yon may inform Dr. Macgowan, however, that 
ihereis no argument, in favor of telegraphy referred 
to in his letter which has not been repeatedly and 
earnestly pressed upon the attention of the Min- 
isters oi tne rsnus-li-Yamen; and no objection to it, 
on tue part of the Chinese, mat Has not Beenjaet in 
he way he would indicate by my colleagues and mj - 
leif. You may also add that of the desire for pro- 
jresa which the Chinese Mission now in Europe as- 
sured Dr. Macgowan's countrymen was so ardent 
and general with the rulers in China there is no 
evidence here. U any hopes are omit upon its ex- 
istence, therefore, If ear there is nothing but disap- 
pointment m store for those who indulge in them. 
Projectors of telegraph, Olnes, railroads and other 
plans for the sudden development of the resources 
of this country are but losing their time while tae 
government Here shows ao disposition to entertain 
then- protests, rthlns it is more in the interest of 
all wno are occupied that they should Know the 
truth than Oe deluded by false hopes and expects 
*,ions of changes whicn are*tib far tn the distance. 
It seems to be forgotten that all treaties hltuerto- 
uade with China have been snch as were dictated 
by foreign Powers, and in accordance with their 
views rather than those of the other contracting 
tarty. The revision at present in contemplation 
will tafeeplace unaer totally different circumstances. 
Nothing new caa find place therein which is directly 
contrary to Chinese views of taej: interests in rela- 
tion with foreign Powers. If the rulers of China 
cannot be made to see the advantage to themselves 
and the nation, as well as the practicability ana 
satety 01 inland steam, navigation, railroads and 
telegraph lines, or the working of mines, and resi- 
dence of merchants in the interior with ex-territo- 
rial privileges attaching, it is very certain they will 
not yield to any forca of argument and reason or 
earnestness of friendly counsel; 
and if these 
do not prevail,

apart from the employment ol force and means 
oi coercion; But Bus would be to make the 
refusal to listen to our suggestion and demands 
for increased advantages a MSUS eezu.

Yet unmedlataly following this backsliding of Sir 


Elniherford Alcock comes the report that the follow- 
ing twenty-nine articles are to be added to the foreign 
treaties as boon as the ambassadors return, if these 
are banajtae! and the Chinese government actually 
intends to enforce them, to my mind it looks very 
much like "progrea." Ihe following is a irue trans-

I stated some time ago that the Chinese govern- 


ment had Issued a freah edict prohibiting the impor- 
tation of opium. This was a mistake. The edict 
really prohibits the growth of that article within tlie 
empire, whether it la the intention of enforcing 
the decree is as hard to tell as to unravel a proposi- 
tion In Chinese -metaphysics. I believe really it haa 
only been fessea In or^er 50 give the Governors of 
the different provinces a chance fer another squeeze, 
and will, most probably, be aa righteously taken ad- 
vantage of and aa rigidly enforced as tbe yhiaSey 
duties la America. The edict reads thus:— * 


Begardma the memorial presented by Censor Yaw- 
pax Chuen, "conveying strict prohibition of the cui- 
tivat.on of the poppy in order to save the people 
from rum," we find that the evils arisinc: from the 
cultivation of thaf plant havea>ser!ous effect on the 
livenhoou of the people.

Should any of the magis- 
trates of the different districts fail to have this prop- 
erly attended to, and thereby allow himself to be 
misled by his under officers and constables under 
false representations, let hia superiors immediately 
cause him to be reported and punished, and do not 
you conceal hlSnConduct in the slightest degree, 
Let this be fully notified throughout the empire, 
and obey you this our command.

Thinking something must 
be wrong, and being well acquainted with Giese, he 
went on board to ascertain what was the matter 
A horrible smell ereeted tus olfactories as he 
approached the boat, and on entering the cabin 
he round the "body of Giese reclining backward, 
his Arms clasping a gun to his breast, tbe left 
side of his head shattered by a charge from one of 
the barrels, aud worms covering the unsightly 
wounds He hastened away, ana landjur-at tbe du- 
tlllery walked np town till he. met liaraiial Mitsch, 
to whom he told the circumstance, 
t 
Marshal Mitsch, accompanied by Deputy Tonvo- 
tlns, forthwith proceeded to the barge, ivjiere they 
found the body as described From tne appearance 
of the man, ana the surrounding objects, it was 
judged by the officers that Giese had entered the 
cabin to gee his gun, which stood benind a small 
stove. He had stooped forward and. grasped it by 
the barrels, and one of the hammers had caught 
against tne' bottom of the stove. Giving It a twist 
the unfortunate man had released the hammer, on y 
to receive the charge between his nose and left eye. 
Death must have been instantaneous. 
It Js evident, trora tne advanced ^tage of deco-n- 
posilion in which the remains were found, that the 
accident must nave happened three or four days 
auo— possibly ft weeK although the dog being still 
alive «eems to render the-lastperlou improbable 
The Marshal gave the poor brute some water and, 
as soon as ue could obtain it, a loaf of bread.

This fact becom- 
ing known there was a general rnsa for the Gold 
Room, where tlie broker again appeared and by 
rrcely buying ran 
the price np still higher. 


It was noticeable, however, tlia< the market 
required the constant spurring of Ills purchases to 
make it stick at high figures. On tlie cessation of 
bis bids Its Immediate tendency was downward. If 
the cliuuo Intend a genuine "bull" movement It is 
odd that they should show their hand, unless they 
calculate that the atreet will infer the reverse of 
their apparant plans. Their strategy may therefore 
be all the deeper for Its simplicity. Allowing the 
clique a reputation for ordinary sagacity, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that they are buying gold in expecta- 
tion of a higher premium When the Treasury la on 
the point of giving the market a golden deluge by 
•disbursing nearly forty millions nine days hence in 
payment of the July interest on the national debt.

such State, being twenty-one 
years of age and citizens of the United States, or 
abridced, except for participation in rebellion or 
•ether crime, the basis of representation therein shai 
be reduced In tne proportion which the number of 
male citizens snail bear to the whole number or mala 
citizens twenty-one years of age in suen State.

tives among the several States since this amendment 
became part of tne constitution, and of course

In establishing the basis 
under the census of 1870 they will be left ont, and 
axe ratio of representation reduced accordingly, 
large States like New Sort, Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
which refuse to enfranchise their negroes, will lose 
from one to two, and perhaps three, representatives 
each, and other smaller states in proportion, so 
muca for tne effect of the fourteenth amendment 
The adoption of the fifteenth amendment would o; 
course change tagRspect of the case to a consider- 
able extent. All the negroes in the Northern States 
would then be voters. The only persons disfran- 
chised would be those coming within the scope of 
the property, educational and nativity qualification s 
of men States as Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
It is not believed that there are snmcient of these 
In any of the States to affect their representation. 
The best informed among the radical politicians re- 
gard the ratification of tne fifteenth amendment by 
the requisite number of States, prior to the taring 
of the census in Jane, 1870, as extremely doubtful. 
So jar tne official records of tie State department 
show that but twelve out or the requisite twenty- 
eight States have ratified the amendment.

THE HUGH KELLY HOIUWDE. 


Inoucst In Newark, If. J., by Coroner Chase— 


The Tordtct. 


The inqnest over the body of Hugh Kelly, the cir- 


cumstances of whose death have already repeatedly 
ieen published in the HERALD, was continued by 
Coroner Chase at the Conrt Honse in Newark, N. 
'., yesterday afternoon. The evidence adduced on 
he 17th went to show that the deceased had been on 
food terms with the accused parties until the night 
in question, when some quarrel arose abont a dog, 
which resulted in hisrh words. The matter, liow- 


vcr, was smoothed over, apparently, until later in 
he evening. 
The first witness brought forward yesterday after- 


noon was Timothy Galvln, who being duly sworn, 
aid:—Am a shoemaker by trade; live at Harlem, 
r. y.; knew the deceased, Hugh Kelly, for the last 
ve months; saw Kelly on the night of the 2d of 
[ay, bet^vgen^ t)je ionra of eight and nine o'clock, 


standic^at'hisdwhnairSolSrf BSffywaa with him, 
standing outside; heard some words between them; 
fiufrr agketl Kcllv j| {15 would beat a woman, anp; 
fceiiy said no; Duffy also asked hlnj u hd "would 
beat a man, and Kelly said no,' "Daffy said, "By God, 
you'll get beat to-night;" heard Kelly make use 
Of nome threats; baw McManns pull off his coat and 
call upon Kelly to come ont and fight; three-quar- 
ters of an hour afterwards heard that Kelly was 
struck with a stone: afterwards saw Kelly bleeding 
on the sidewalk In Second avenue, and he said Dutry 
had struck him; the trouble commenced about a dog. 
Jonn Owens, sworn:—Reside in 114tti street, be- 
tween First and Second avenues. New York; saw 
Hugh Kelly on the night of the affray; he was In his 
shirt sleeves, EOIDK down the avenue towards his 
own house; my attention was called by the sound of 
some iioiie as if some one was knocked down; was 
within six or seven feet of Kelly when he was 
struck; looked round and saw Kelly staggering off 
the sidewalk; KafTerty and Duffy were also within a 
few feet of us. 


It was shown by several other witnesses that re- 
peated attempts had been made to hubh the matter 
up by the mends of the accused. Ijirge offers or 
money had been made tue mother of the deceased to 
"settle" tbe affair, which, however, she declined.

centuries ago. She might have been at Trafalgar 
and carried Villenenve's pennon without being con- 
sidered an extra sample of naval architecture in 
those days. Before the era of Iron-claas, however, 
she might easily be supposed to make a strong and 
formidable foe in a sea figgl, but since the revolution 
In naval science' such ships would be as readily 
crushed as an eggshell by a steel-plated ram or a 
fifteen-Inch Hodman.

She left the port of Brest last October, dropped 
Into L'Orient to complete her outfit, and then, with 
a crew of TOO officers and men, started on her vor- 
age of instruction, not unmingled with pleasure 
around the world.

The island of Ascension was explored, 
ana, taking in a supply 01 water and fresn pro- 
visions, the vessel's head was next directed towards 
tae American Continent. During all this time tue 
seventy-two midshipmen on board were being in- 
structed in deep sea sounding, tatiug observations 
or marine and meteorological phenomena, studying 
the beautiful uses or the (juaorant, sextant and tneo- 
aolite, ssetching peculiarities of coast lines and har- 
bor formations, besides being variously occupied 
otherwise in securing the useful and instructive 
fruits fonuslied by foreign habits and foreign scenes. 
Martinique, a French possession in tne Westttdles 
was the first place touched at this side of the ocean. 
Some time was pleasantly spent In the society of tae 
place, and subsequently, without making any calls 
among the other West India islands, the Jean Bart 
stood steadily across to the United States shore, 
and cast anchor in the harbor of Annapolis 
where an exchange of courtesies ot the tandllest and 
most agreeable character passed'betweeu tue officers 
or tne ship and the cadets and officials of the Naval 
Academy. Not the least among some of the delight- 
ful visits here and there that marked the voyage was 
the stay at Newport, where Ltte officers next found 
themselves welcome among hospitable inhabitants. 
So far nothing occurred to endanger the safety or 
mar the harmony of the voyage, but on entering tbe 
harbor of Halifax, Nova Scotia, to which port tne 
vessel sailed next, she struct on Bell rocK and had 
her copper sheathing, toaether with a portion of her 
timbers near the screw, Dadly mangled. The acci-

THE JEWISH PllPIT. 


Lecture by Rev. 
Raphael IPC. l.cwin. 


The ReV. Raphael D'C, Lewin began a series of 


three lectures at the temple of the MisMtan Israel 
congregation in East Twelfth street last evening. 
Notwithstanding the condition of the weather— the 
clerk thereof having been engaged all the afternoon 
in fulminating a thunder storm In four volumes, 
which, like a hebdommal sensation, was continually 
continued— the house, though not congested with 
listeners, was practically and paylngly well filled; 
and, after the nsnal preliminary hymn, the reverend 
gentleman announced the thesis of his lecture, the 
Jewish pulpit. 


Tho lecturer opcacd with an exordium, detailing 


something of the history of the Jewish pulpit from 
the old Rabbinical days down and nineteenth cen- 
tury-ward, though so rapidly as to be meagre, neces- 
sarily meagre, in details. He depicted the spread of 
tbe Jewish influence among European nations, trac- 
ing It historically, though briefly; and from this be- 
ginning went on with a more detailed analysis of 
its present condition. Undoubtedly, reasoned the 
speaker, there had never been a time, since the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, when the Jewish pulpit was 
offered so large a scope for practical discussion. For 
a century it had been rapidly amassing influence, In 
ratio as the ban had been removed from the race. That 
ban of proscription had been removed, not only po- 
litically, bnt socially, and In both at about an equal 
degree; and the prospect was more imminent than it 
ever had been that the Hebrew race would be sub- 
jected to strong Influences tending to its fusion with 
the masses. This prospect was especially strong tn 
this country, for there was no fusional influence so 
powerful as social recognition, a reception of the 
race as citizens into the great body politic, as mem- 
bers into the great body social, unaer this Influ- 
ence, if under any, the barrier must be broken down; 
but yet, though It had been at work for half a cen- 
tury, the Jewfsh race in the United States was com- 
paratively what it always had been everywhere, an 
integral unit not subject to fusion and very generally 
unaffected In its race-integrity. 
From these reasons it might be concluded that the 
biblical prophecies concerning the race were yet to 
be fulfilled; and, from them, too. might be drawn 
an argument against the symbolical system of inter- 
pretation, m the light of which the literal result of 
the prophecy was supposed to untold profound 
metaphysical or allegorical facts. The lecturer pro- 
ceeded to illustrate the present state of the Jewish 
pulpit In America from its statistics, tne culture and 
learning of Its representatives ana the tone ana 
spirit of its utterances. Judaism in the United States 
had assumed the phase of a religion rather than of 
a caste, which was its condition in earlier ages— was 
its European condition still to a considerable degree, 
and year by Tear the notion of caste was being sunk 
in that of religious sentiment. The national notion 
was being lost in the religious notion. Jews were 
becoming Americans of a peculiar religion, but Ame- 
ricans, nevertheless, in all their instincts. 
It was time, therefore, for the Jewish,, pnlpit to 
assert itself as a thought force, and as a moral force, 
in this country. It was time to enter upon a more 
modern culture, appealing more powerlollr to the 
thought and literature of the age and in more con- 
crete synthesis therewith. It was tune for the Jew- 
ish pulpit to beffin to make Its culture felt to the 
thought, art and literature of the country, in its re- 
Uffious feeling and social sentiment. 


The speaker predicted these conditions fulfilled _ 
brilliant future for Judaism in the Dnlted states, a 
brilliant literature and literary culture centring 
thereabout, a brilliant philosophy ana a powerful 
Influence upon the thought of the century. 


He then proceeded to subject the cnrrent thought 
of the Jewish, pulp't to somewhat more minute 
analysis, exhibiting Ui the treatment of the subject 
unusual philosophical acutencss and unusual keen- 
ness of insight. 
The next lecture of the course will be one of per- 
tinence to an agitated question of the day viz -—"A 
discussion ol the Bible view ol woman.
